Immemorial there have been people 
eager to embrace the bizarre, willing to 
accept doctrines and dogmas, no mat- 
tor how repugnant thc-y may.be to com- 
mon sense, provided they be promu! 
gated by a man of powerful or at.letiBt 
unique personality. 
This applies ' not 


only to religious but to medical quen- 
tlons, and when the two elements are 
deftly Intermingled the attraction be 
comes all tho greater. 
At the same 


time it must be said that medico-reli- 
gious cults have frequently been pro- 
ductive of much good in the way of 
cHKthiR light upon the relations of mind 
and matter. Too often, however, such 
cults are carried to extremes, when 
they became menaces to society. 


Of medical cults pure, and simple hia- 


iory furnishes us with striking exam- 
ples,_apurt from the nun cures, the 
barefoot cut-on, the back to nature cures 
jind the light cures of these latter days. 
Perhaps the most noteworthy instance 
of a medical cult was that propagated 
by Me.smer. whose singular practices 
Jed Dr. Braid to the discovery of hyp- 
notism as a therapeutic; agency, lies- 
mer therefore must be credited with 
having founded a cult which was ulti- 
mately productive of. good. 


That as originally practiced mesmer- 


ism abounded in extravagances cannot 
be gainsaid. Mesmer himself has been 
described as one part scientist and 
three parts impostor. After having an- 
nounced his discovery of animal mag- 
netism he removed to France from 
Switzerland, where he was born in 1733, 
establishing himself In Paris and losing 
no time in turning his discovery to 
financial account. 
Soon his parlors 


were thronged with people anxious to 
rid themselves of various ills. 
The 


charlatanism of the man is evident 
from his modus operand!. In the mid- 
dle of a large room he set a tub in 
wlik-h magetized bottles were covered 
with water. 
Through a lid over the 


tub curved iron bars protruded lo be 
grasped by the patients who stood in a 
circle about the tub, all the patients 
being connected by :i cord twisted 
around each individual's waist, in order, 
so Mesnier explained, to permit the 
magnetic force lo pass through the en- 
tire circle. The walls of the room were 
covered with mirrors, ostensibly to in- 
crease the magnetism. Soon the devo- 
tees began to experience strange sen- 
sations as they stood about the .tub, 
and various hysterical ullackK ensued, 
while Mourner, arrayed m a gorgeous 
robe, walked about the room stroking 
the patients with an iron staff. 
There 


can be no doubt that some remarkable 
cures were effected, but science has es- 
tablished the fact that the euros wore 
due to hypnotism, and not to Mesmer's 
tub.

attached, but that it has a definite 
place, in neuropathology is now gener- 
ally acknowledged.

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LABOR CONGRESS 


Opposed by the Federation 


of Labor 


BOSTON, Nov. 17.—Damp and rain, 


which g-ave Boston a cheerless appear- 
ance caused labor delegates to remain 
Indoors last evening at their headquar- 
ters at the Revere House and Hotel 
Rexford, with the result that 
many 


committees considere-il a large number 
of the resolutions still in the files and 
were ready to report at today's session 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
Despite the 
continued 
disagreeable 


wwUher conditions, the delegates were 
prompt in assembling at Faneull hall 
and it wns scarcely a moment after 
the hour of nine when President Gomp- 
ers opened the proceedings. 


The wear of more than a week's hard 


work has left no indication of exhaus- 
tion on that active and vigilant presid- 
ing officer. 
If anything 
his forensic 


effort of yesterday, when he condemn- 
ed bitterly all forms of life Insurance 
which were not conducted by trades 
unions, seemed to lend 
him 
new 


strength to expedite business. 


Almost immedlntPly after the dele- 


gtite* had assembled President Gomp- 
ers got Into a lively exchange of words 
with Delegate Mahoney of Boston. The 
committee on resolutions had reported 
unfavorably on a resolution to strike 
out article 3 of thp constitution the 
words "only such political questions 
and measures affecting the Interests of 
the working class shall be discussed or 
acted upon by the convention of the 
American Federation ot Labor." 


After a motion had been mode that 


the committee's report 
be concurred 


In, Delegate Mahoney started to speak 
on the question, but the chair inter- 
rupted him, The chair said he did not 
care to provoke thf* same discussion 
a dozen different times and in a dozen 
different ways- He declared that one 
melhod of treating the subject at Issue 
should be agreed upon and be follow- 
ed. 
He thought resolutions such 
OR 


that reported upon should be consid- 
ered together by the convention. The 
committee's report was then concur- 
rtd in. 


Similar action was taken on the ad- 


verse report of the committee of law 
on the resolution that an expert ac- 
countant be employed once every she 
months to audit the books of the feder- 
ation and report to all affiliated or- 
ganizations.

Illinois was refused permission to In- 
troduce a resolution calling for 
the 


adoption of uniform text books in pub- 
lic schools, the books to bear the union 
label, on the ground that this was a 
matter for each state to settle by it- 
self.

dent John F. Tobin, of the Hoot and 
Shoe Workers' union, presented a reso- 
lution that the committee

lutely prohibit placing 
any business 


concern on the unfair lint hy any local, 
central or state body connected with 
the federation, without the sanction of 
the national or International 
union,

"No central or local body shall have 


power to placp on tbe unfair list any 
concern doing an International or In- 
terstate business without the sanction 
of the. national or international union."

If we are to enforce the Monroe Doctrine forblrtdinK European powers tn 


flcqulre territory In South Amerlon, will the European powers attempt 
to 


enforce the converse of this doctrine to wit that the United States shall not 
acquire any territory In the southern continent. 


Colombia U appealing to the European powers for aid against what she 


calln the aggression of the United States, 
If one after another of these 


southern republics should follow a similar course and if 
the 
United Plates 


ihould find It necessary to fight not only these luit some two or 
three Eu- 


ropean powers, we should have nil the elements of a prosit war on hand. 


In view of the Instability of these southern republics and their inability 


or unwillingness to meet their foreign obligations as In the case of Vene- 
zuela, a crisis may arrive when the European powers will Insist on seb.lng 
territory In payment of claims that can be satisfied In no other way. 


Under such conditions the United Slates would either have to fight the 


Invading powers or assume the debt and seize (lie territory 111 lien thereof. 
L 
Without a doubt the Monroe Doctrine, under which we nssnme n pro- 


tectorate of all these southern republics, regardless of their wishes, Is full 
itf possibilities for International eonipllcallous and disturbance. 


The trouble Is, that the states thus protected do not appreciate what we 


have to do, and as a result are MR ready to quarrel with the I'nlted States as 
with any European power, or perhaps more so, 


"With the Isthmus cut through at Panama and the canal owned hy the 


United States, a demand will be made for a larger fleet, a fleet the most 
powerful in the world: and the outcome of our relations with South America 
may be annexation of a number of southern states, or the 
establishment 


of a grand South American republic, modelled on the same plan as the United 
States, with perhaps n nearer approach to the monarchial form of govern- 
ment, so long favored In South America. 


But If the Monroe Doctrine is to be maintained and if its converse Is not 


to he enforced against us. then It shall be to our Interest to have a union 
of states In South America that will mean something, that will tn lime render 
our protection unnecessary and make the southern union not only independ- 
ent, but able to defend Itself against European aggression. 


The present attitude of the powers is not a criterion from 
which 
wo 


can Judge of their future course in case the 
United States should seize 


Colombia for example in case of war with that state. All Europe wants to 
see the Panama canal cut through. The powers would like an Interest In It 
but If they cannot get this they would prefer to see 
it 
controlled 
by 
the 


United States. The time may come, however, when they will endeavor to 
•top the aggrandizement of this nation by possible acquisition on the South 
American continent.

VOWIEISM and the CVLTS of the CEJVTWRIES

Dowle made of himself 
during his invasion of 
New York many peo- 
ple are sorely perplex- 
ed to account for the 


fact that Dowieism must be reckoned 
one of the most prominent of twentieth 
century cults. 
History furnishes the 


solution of the problem. 
From time 


immemorial there have been 
people 


eager to embrace the bizarre, willing to 
accept doctrines and dogmas, no mat- 
terftow repugnant they may be to com- 
mon sense, provided they be promul- 
gated by a man of powerful or at least 
unique personality. 
This applies not 


only to religious but to medical ques- 
tions, and when the two elements are 
deftly intermingled the attraction be- 
comes all the greater. At the same 
time it must be said that medico-reli- 
gious cults have frequently been pro- 
ductive of much good in the way of 
casting light upon the relations of mind 
and matter. Too often, however, such 
cults are carried to extremes, when 
they become menaces to society. 


Of medical cults pure and simple his- 


tory furnishes us with striking exam- 
ples, apart from the sun cures, the 
barefoot cures, the back to nature cures 
and the light cures of these latter days. 
Perhaps the most noteworthy instance 
of a medical cult was that propagated 
by Mesmer, whose singular practices 
led Dr. Braid to the discovery of hyp- 
notism as a therapeutic agency. Mes- 
mer therefore must be credited with 
having founded a cult which was ulti- 
mately productive of good. 


That as originally practiced mesmer- 


ism abounded in extravagances cannot 
be gainsaid. Mesmer himself has been 
described as one part scientist and 
three parts impostor. After having an- 
nounced his discovery of animal mag- 
netism he removed to France from 
Switzerland, where he was born in 1733, 
establishing himself in Paris and losing 
no time in turning his discovery to 
financial account. 
Soon his parlors 


wore throngprl with people anxious to 
rid themselves of various ills. 
The 


charlatanism of the man is evident 
from hfs modus operand!. In the mid- 
dle of a large room he set a tub in 
which magctizcd bottles were covered 
with water. 
Through a lid over 'the 


tub curved Iron bars protruded to be 
grasped by the patients who stood in a 
circle about the tub. all the patients 
being connected by a cord twisted 
around each individual's waist, in order, 
so Mesmer explained, to permit thp 
magnetic force to puss through the en- 
tire circle. The walls of the room wero. 
covered with mirrnrs. ostensibly to in- 
crease ihe magnetism. Soon the devo- 
tees began to experience strange sen- 
sations sis they stood about the tub, 
find various hysterical attacks ensued, 
while Mesmer, arrayed In a gorgeous 
robt'. walked about the room stroking 
the patients with an Iron staff. There 
can by no doubt that some remarkable 
cures were effected, but science has es- 
tablished the fact that the cures were 
due to hypnotism, and not to Mesmer's 
tub. 


Hyp-iotism itself has been violently 


attacked. fcbut that it has a definite 
place In neuropathology is now gener- 
ally acknowledged. Us practice Is by 
no means a product of modern civiliza- 
tion, antedating Dr. ^raid's discov- 
eries as it dues by centuries. The mar- 
vr-lous feats of the fakirs of India may 
be attributed to hypnotism. According 


to one writer, there Is a sect In Egypt 
which has practiced hypnotism for 4,000 
years. 
Arabic sorcerers draw on the 


hand a circle with a black spot in the 
center, and by grazing at it fixedly noon 
pass into the hypnotic state. 
Moroc- 


can marabouts superinduce the Bleep 
by gazing at a bottle filled with water 
and placed in front of a lamp, the eyes 
being fixed attentively on the light fo- 


and guaranteed to turn out doctors after 
a course of but nix weeks. The luxury 
loving Itomans Hocked to him, and he 
lived and died one of the most popular 
of pscudo savants. In some re.spects he 
WHS not unlike Paracelsus, who In the 
middle ages attained a vogue almost 
equal to that of the man who hood- 
winked the Homuns. 
But Ihere was 


less of the quack about Paracelsus, 


at Salzburg In 1EH1. 
Ho it was who 


brought mercury and opium Into gener- 
al use- IIH curative agents. 


Thu iiiomlon of Paracelsus Inevitably 


recalls tho muut1 of the Italian CugHo- 
stro, who was nothing If not a charla- 
tan, but succeeded in establishing a 
widespread cult. 
His real name was 


Ouiseppe Italsarnn, and he was born at 
Palermo In 1743. When but thirteen ho 
run awny from the seminary to which 
tu- had been sr-nl by his parents, but 
WUH recaptured and placed In a mon- 
astery, where ho became assistant (o 
tlie Institution's apothecary. Thus lie. 
obtained a knowledge of chemistry and 
medicine, scanty enough In truth, but 
Kufllelenl to enable him to impose upon 
many credulous people, Uefortt ho wn.s 
thirty he had entered upon his career 


bountiful Venetian, became his neeom- 
pllct 
1 In hln money making Hi'honies, 


and ere long he wan on the highroad 
to wealth, doing n lively buHlnefls In 
dispensing what he wurt pleased to cull 
the elixir of Immortal ymillt.

be deemed the climax In the senpntion- 
al lltlgullon which has been waged for 
years between the Standard Oil inter- 
ests and F. Augustus Heirtzc, the pug- 
nacious young millionaire who has been 
cutting a wide swath in the commercial 
and political world of Montana almost 
ever since he lirnt invaded tho copper 
country in 1SS9. The decision of Judge 
Clancy granting an injunction restrain- 
ing the Uoston and Montana Mining 
company and the Parrot Alining compa- 
ny from paj^ng dividends to the Amal- 
gamated Copper company was Ihe prox- 
imate cause of the cessation of mining 
operations in Rutte nnd was also of mo- 
ment as showing that If Helnzc had not 
permanently worsted his opponents he 
had succeeded in holding them at bay. 
And Heinze, be it remembered, million- 
aire though he be. is a man who Is not 
yet thirty-four years of age. Small won- 
der that in him and in his success cap- 
italists and students of human nature 
alike find a. problem worthy of the most 
serious consideration.

"German Fritz"—did not as a boy dis- 
play any signs of (he remarkable per- 
sonality developed in lator years.

ENCE OP CHARITIES. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. IS—To prevent ihe 


release of Insane criminals at the expira- 
tion of their sentence in state prisons was 
the- purpose of on*; of the recommenda- 
tions presented to the state conference on 
charities today by Dr. Frank W. Robert- 
son, superintendent of the state reforma- 
tory at Elmira. 


Dr. D, A. Lauby uf Dunnemora had said 


that about 25 per cent, of the inmates of 
state prisons are Insane. To remedy. Dr. 
Robertson recommended the addition of 
an experienced alienist to the prison de- 
partment of the state, "whose duty it 
would be to regularly visit each of Its 
penal institutions for the purpose of dis- 
covering hy examination, and recommend- 
ing for transfer to state hospitals, al! In- 
sane prisoners, thus minimizing the d:m- 
pcr to society from discharging such pris- 
oners upon the expiration of their sen- 
tences as criminals confined in liospltnls 
for tho Insane are retained, until cured, 
or. at least, until the hospital authorities 
have rcapon to believe the public will not 
be Jeapordized by their being set at lib- 
erty."

Without a doubt tho Monroe Poelrino. under whleh we assume a pro- 


tectorate of all these southern republics, regardless of their wishes, is full 
of possibilities for International complications ann" disturbance. 


The trouble Is, that the states thus prntortM do not appreciate what we 


have to do. and as a result are as ready Io quarrel with the TTnited States as 
with niiy European power, or perhaps more so. 
x With the isthmus rut through at ranama and the canal owned by the 
Vnlted States, a demand will be made for a larcer fleet, n fleet the most 
powerful In the world; and the outcome of our relations with South America 
may he annexation of a number of southern stales, or 
the

of a jrrand South American republic, modelled on the same plan as tbe United 
States, with perhaps a nearer approach to the inonarchiol form of Rovern- 
ment. so Ions favored In South America. 


But If the Monroe Doctrine is to be maintained and If Its converse is not

ed to account for the 


fact that Dowieism must be reckoned 
pne of the most prominent of twentieth 
century culls. 
History furnishes the 


eoluUon of the problem. 
From time 


immemorial there have been people 
eager to embrace the bizarre, willing to 
accept doctrines and dogmas, no mat- 
ter how repugnant they mny be to com- 
mon sense, provided they be promul- 
gated by a man of powerful or at least 
unique personality. 
This applies not 


only to religious but to medical ques- 
tions, and -when the two elements are 
deftly intermingled the attraction be- 
comes all the greater. At the same 
time it must be said that medico-reli- 
gious cults have frequently been pro- 
ductive of much good in the way of 
casting light upon the relations of mind 
and matter. Too often, however, such 
cults are carried to extremes, when 
they become menaces to society. 


Of medical cults pure and simple his- 


tory furnishes us with striking exam- 
ples, apart from the sun cures, the 
barefoot cures, the back to nature cures 
and the light cures of these latter days. 
Perhaps the most noteworthy instance 
of a medical cult was that propagated 
by Mesmcr, whose singular practices 
led Dr. Braid to the discovery of hyp- 
notism as a therapeutic agency. Mcs- 
mer therefore must be credited with 
having founded a cult which was ulti- 
mately productive of good. 


That as originally practiced mesmer- 


ism abounded in extravagances cannot 
be gainsaid. Mesmer himself has been 
described as one part scientist and 
three parts impostor. After having an- 
nounced his discovery of animal mag- 
netism he removed to France from 
Switzerland, where he was born in 1T33, 
establishing himself in Paris and losing 
no time in turning his discovery to 
linancial account. 
Soon his parlors 


were thronged with people anxious to 
rid themselves of various ills. 
The 


charlatanism of the man is evident 
from his modus operand!. In the mid- 
dle of a large room he set a tub in 
which magetlzed bottles were covered 
with water. Through a lid over the 
tub curved Iron bars protruded to be 
grasped by the patients who stood in a 
circle about the tub, all the patients 
being connected 
by a cord twisted 


around each individual's waist, in order, 
so Mesmer explained, to permit the 
magnetic force to pass through the en- 
tire circle. The walls of the room were 
covered with mirrors, ostensibly to in- 
crease the magnetism. 
Soon the devo- 


tees bpg;m to experience strange sen- 
sations ns they stood about the tub, 
and various hysterical attacks ensued, 
while Mesmer, arrayud In a gorgeous 
robe, walked about the room stroking 
the patients with an iron staff. 
There 


can be no doubt that some remarkable 
cures were effected, but science bas es- 
tablished the fact that the cures were 
due to hypnotism, and not to Mesmer"B 
tub. 


Hypnotism itself has been violently 


attacked, but that it has a definite 
place in neuropathology is now gener- 
ally acknowledged. 
Its practice is by 


no means a product of modern civiliza- 
tion, antedating Dr. Braid's discov- 
eries :\'.< it does by centuries. The mar- 
velous foals,of the fakirs of India may 
be attributed to hypnotism. According 


to one writer, there is a sect In Kgypt 
which has practiced hypnotism for 4,000 
years. Arabic sorcerers draw on the 
hand a circle with a black spot In the 
center, and by gazing at it fixedly soon 
pass Into the hypnotic state, Moroc- 
can marabouts superinduce the Bleep 
by Hazing- at a bottle Illled with water 
and placed In front of a lamp, the eyes 
being fixed attentively on the light fo- 


and guaranteed to turn out doctors after 
a course of but six weeks. The luxury 
loving Uomans Mocked to him, and ho 
lived nnd died one of the most popular 
of p?eudo savants. In some respects ho 
was not unlike Paracelsus, who in the 
middle ages attained a vogue almost 
equal to that of the man who hood- 
winked the Romans.

ment as showing that if Heinze. had not 
pormnnently worsted Ills opponents he 
had succeeded in holding them at bay. 
And lloinxe, be it remembered, million- 
aire though he be. IH a man who is not 
yet thirty-four years of age. Small won- 
der that In him and in his success cap- 
italists and ptiidonts of human nature 
alike find a problem worthy of tho. most 
Horiou.s consideration.
